Canadian Soldiers _ 
Wanting Land 


Approximately 6,500 Loans Grantéd 
Through the Board to For- 
mer Soldiers 
Regina.—To the end of July, 25,000 
applications had been made to the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Bdard by _ re- 
turned soldiers wishing to ro on the 
land, according to Col, R. Innes, di- 
rector of’ the agricultural branch of 
the board’s work, who paid an in- 
spection visit here. Of these, 22,000 
had been disposed of and 74 pér cent. 
of the 22,000 actually had been ap- 
proved. Approximately 6,500 loans 
had been granted through the board 
to former soldiers and 3,500 discharg- 
edmen had been given free land 
grants. .The total. expenditures to 
July 31 amounted to $20,500,000 and 
the average loan was $3,100. There 
was no sign of falling off in the de- 
mand for loans, according to Colonel 
Innes, and settlement was well dis- 
tributed throughout the entire coun-

Horticultural Wonder Also Pro- 
duces Six Varieties of Pears. 


An apple Gree bearing 32 kinds of apples 
and atx Pond ged has been produced by 
Henry , of Findlay, U.S., after 
years of experimenting.~ 

The tree, declared by experts to be one 
of the most exceptionad horticultural 
wonders ever produced, was the last of 
the famous Vanceorchard. When Flater 
went to work on it the trunk was decay- 
ed in a number of places. Limbs were 
dead and farmers declared it never would 
yield again. 

Filling the holes with cement and brac- 
ing the broken limbs with chains, Flater 
grafted on a number of kinds of apples. 
Year after year he added on new grafts 
until this summer the tree is giving more 
than three dozen kinds of fruit. 

The tree is thore than 75 years old and 
is bearing apples from early summer until 
late fall.

OF HEAVEN 


1. The Parable of — the Mustard 
Seed (v. 31, 32).

1. Its ahimportant beginning. It

| parentage and humble circumstances. | 
tle selected unlettered fishermen as 
his royal advisers. ‘The prophet had 
said concerning him that he would 
be “despised,” “rejected,” “forsaken,” 
“cut off’? and as “having nothing.” 

2. Its vigorous growth. From these 
small beginnings Christ's influence 
has gone forth so that there is no 
power or influence equal in greatness 
to that of Christendom. 

3. Its lodging capacity. 

The birds which find lodgment in 
the tree do not represent the children 
of men who find safety and salvation 
in the church. The birds constitute 
no part of the tree, while the believer 
becomes a part of the tree; adding to 
its strength and fruitfulness. The 
birds are something foreign to the 
tree, and are burdensome and inju- 
rious to it. They come to find shel- 
ter and wait to pluck off the tender 
buds, or to prey upon. the ‘ripened 
fruit. The effect of their lodging in

Christ’s interpretation (v. 19) he said 


that the fowls represent the wicked; shipped 


ones. He who would make ‘the lodg- 
ers here anything else makes Christ’s 
interpretation a farce. The same 
Greek word is used in both cases, 
and the circumstances are the same. 

II. The Parable of the Leavened 
Meal (v. 23). 


Three things mainly occupy our at- 
tention here: the meal, the woman, 
and the leaven. 


1. The meal. Meal has a whole- 
some and nutritious effect. It was 
used in one of the sweet-savor of- 
ferings which was typical of Christ 
(Lev: 2:1-3 R. V.); it was food for 
the priests (Lev. 6:15-17 R. V.); Ab- 
raham had Sarah to knead a cake out 
of three measures of meal for the 
angelic messengers of the Lord (Gen. 
18:6); Solomon’s royal table was pro- 
vided with meal (I. Kings 4:2); Eli- 
jah was fed upon a cake made of 
meal (II. Kings 4:41); Elisha used 
meal as an antidote for the poison 
of death from the pot (II, Kings 4:38- 
41). 

2. The woman. In scripture we 
find false doctrine being taught by 
woman (Rey, 2:20). Dealing with 
doctrine is forbidden to women (I. 
Tim. 2:12). In I, Tim, 4:13; IL. Tim. 
2:17, 18; II. Peter 2:1-3, we find that 
the apostasy will be brought’ in 
through false teaching within the 
ranks of God’s people... The meaning; 
then, of the parable is that the true 
doctrine, . the mean giveri for the 
nourishment of the children of the 
kingdom (If. Peter 2:2, I. Tim. 4:6), 
will be officially corrupted by false 
doctrine, Woman is a type of the 
church in some sense. The church 
is hiding away false doctrine, and its 
corrupting effects are seen on every 


hand, 


3. The leavyen, In scripture leaven 
is invariably a type of evil. (1) All 
through the Old Testament leaven is 
a continual and unvarying type of 
evil (Ex, 12:15;°Ley. 2:11), It is in- 
conceivable that Jesus should arbi- 
trarily change, without due notice 
and explanation, a word from an 
evil to a good sense, which the Spirit 
of God had so unchangingly used for 
two thousand years (2) Jesus him- 
self makes leaven to denote © sin 
(Matt. 16:6, 12; Mark 8:15). (3) Paul 
uses leaven in its usual biblical sense 
(1. Cor75:6-8; Gal, 5:8, 9). Further, 
this is the ‘only interpretation that 
will harmonize with Christ's interpre- 
tation of he first two parables. Facts 
patent to all prove that the professed 
church today is feeding upon the 
leaven of formalism and legalism in- 
stead of the unleavened bread of sin- 
cerity and truth—the Word of God,

Market For 
Horses es Wanted. 


New ihauibilod " Silctense of Agrticul- 
ture Outlines Some of 
His Ideas 

Calgary —Dr. F. S. Tolinie, new 
Dominion minister of agriculture; 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, minister of 
the interior; Hon, J. A. Calder, min- 
ister of immigration and coloniza- 
tion, were the chief speakers at- a 
noonday luncheon of the Calgary 
board of trade. Hon. Charles Stew- 
art, premicr of Alberta, was present 
alsp: 

One of the chief points pressed by 
Dr. Tolmie in his address was that 
more attention should be given to 
mixed farming and the cattle indus- 
\try. He emphasized the necessity of 
paying more attention to the British 
market and also that across the 
Pacific. He dwelt at some length on 
the subject of improving breeds of 
cattle, and announced that the fed- © 
eral department of agriculture was 
preparing to give prizes for steers at 
fat stock shows. ha 

Dr. Tolmie also related how the 
market for high-bred dairy cattle, 
especially Holsteins. from Canada, 
was becoming constantly wider 
across the line. 

The speaker referred to. the im- 
portance of finding a market for light 
horses in Alberta. There was a 
market in Poland, where the horses 
and cattle had been stolen by the 
Germans, but the. instability of the 
government there made it impossible 
to exterid credit. The Americans had 
in some 200,000 head, anf: 
‘there was need of another 100,000. 
There also was a nced of sitch horses 
in Siberia. 

He extended his sympathy and 
promised all the assistance in his 
power to the farmers in fhe drouth- 
stricken area of the west. 

Hon, J. A. Calder recalled that. he 
had been. a resident of Alberta in 
1894, 1895 and 1896, and prophesied 
a great future for that section of the 
Dominion, in spite of the drouth, 

He said the ministers had come out - 
to personally investigate the alarm- 
ing reports of the drouth. He-had 
been trayelling in the Saskatchewan 


drouth areas and found the situation 


not so bad as reported; nevertheless, 
it must be met. Difficulties in the 
past had been overcome through the 
western spirit. We must endeavor, 
he said, to avoid a repetition of the 
situation. He thought something 
could be done. © There were exten- 
sive areas in Southern Alberta and 
Saskatchewan that could be irrigat-.

Americans In The West 


In the United-States There Is No 
Cheap Farm Land Left 


Toronto, —-Although alarmists in 
the United States have taken the 
stand that the lure of cheap lands 
in Canada is draining the United 
States of its agricultural population, 
official statistics do not confirm their 
fears. In the United States there is 
no cheap farm land left and naturally 
homeseekers turn to Canada, which 
has-millions of acres still unsettled. 
Figures from’ immigration officials 
show that an average of 28,552 Am- 
ericans” settled in Canada annually 
during the past ten years. On the 
other hand, 344,063 Canadians _ set- 
tled in the United States from 1914 to 
1918. This is an average of more 
than 68,000 a year. What per cent, of 
the Canadians became farmers in the 
United States is not known, Taking 
these figures into consideration, it 


appears as if the United States was|’ 


getting the best of the interchange of 
population. 


Cape To Cairo Route 


Northwest Corner to Be Added to 
Belgian Congo 

Early statements were that the 
British were to have a mandate for 
all German East Africa, but now we 
have a Brussels announcement that 
Belgium will have a share of it. Its 
northwest corner is to be added to 
the Belgian Congo, the British re- 
taining the remainder, In size the 
Belgian portion is not large, but it 
is excellent grazing territory and 
is inhabited by some of the most 
industrious natives. British hesita- 
tion-to consent to a Belgian man- 
date has been based on the claim 
that Belgium has all she can man- 
age in the Congo, that she has been 
lax in protecting the Congo herds 
against epidemic diseases, and that 
the natives express a strong — prefer- 
ence for British rule. The British 
also attach a sentimental value to 
the region because of its associa- 
tions with their own explorers. But 
the concession is small, and it is 
left wholly clear that British rights 
to the Cape-to-Cairo route are safe- 
guarded, :

They were the 
sons of farmers in the neighborhood. 
They played and studied and worked 
by turns, Their schoolmates, many 
of them, are still there. The homes 
from which they went, and in which 
there is a vacant chair, are represen- 
tative homes.—London Free Press.
